A TROUT LAKE TRAGEDY. 
| 
| A “Wendigo’ Murdered by His Compan- 
ions for Their Own Safety. 

| Jonn MeLeod arrived the other dav 
ifrom the Church of England mission at 
Wapieco lakes, about 10) miles north of 


Athabasca Landing. He started from 
| Wapisca on April ¢, and came by dog 
train tothe Lanting. The winter was 
changeable and at times severe at Wa- 
| pieca, and the snow is about two anda 
| halffeet deep. The Church of Lagland 
mission in charge of Rev. C. Weaver ie 
haying the buildings considerabiy im- 
proved. -\ school. naving an attendance 
| of eight or ten children is kept by Mr. 
Weaver. The H. B. Co. have a smail 
trading post at the lake, an outprst from 
Athabasca Landing. kept by Sam Houle. 
Colin Johnson, trader of the Landing. 
laiso has a trading post in charge of hie 
| brother, am Johnson. There are adout 
| 20 peonlein the settlement. The country 
‘ie chiefly forest, but they grow a few 
potatoes and have horses and cattle. 
| The Indien or baif-preed who was killed 
|aea‘wendigo” at Trout Leke, in Febd- 
| ruary last, lived at Wapisca and wae well 
| known to Mr. McLeod. His Indian naxe 
| was Na-pa-nin. He wasa fairly inteili- 
| gent mar, about 35 years of age. and 
|lived ina house like a half-breed, and 
| provided well for his wife and children. 
| About the end of January, he started, 
| apparently in good health, with hie wife 
|and children on a visit to his father, who 
lived at Trout Lake, about eighty miles 
| from Wapiaca. His wife reports that on 
| the second night oat he acted strangely, 
sa ing that some strange animals were 
lebout to attack him. During the re- 
mainder of the trip he acted strangely at 
intervals. and at suca times hie wife for 
her own safety induced him to go ahead. 
| They reached his father’s place at Trout 
Lake eafelv. and was there for twenty 
| days, his fits of insanity becoming more 
frequent and violent. His body is said 
to have ewelled considerably and his lips 
were very much puted out. His wife 
on her return to Wapiseo said that he 


did not become dangerous, but other 
persons said that he was violent and 
langerous at intervals. In his lutid 


moments he told his friends that he did 
not@ntend to hurt anyone, but that if 
they considered him daagero73 thev had 
better kill him. On the day of his death 
he wastied hands and feet, face down. 
in one of the houses. His wife did not 
know he was to be killedand wentto a 
neighbor's house with her baby. After 
a while, suspecting something, she re- 
‘turned tothe house where her husbend 
was. Thecoor was attempted to be shut 
against her, but she placed her foot 
between the door and the jim and held 
the door open so that she heard the blow 
of an axe and saw blood on the ‘loor. 
she waz ehoved away and the docr shut. 
Four men were inthe house at the time 
with her husband. The men were re- 
| ported to have eaid that thev tied him 
pefore he entered one of his frantic fite 
fortheir own protection, not with the 
‘intention of killing him, although the 
| possibility had been seriousiy discussed. 
| But at this time. during his frenzy, he 
| had nearly broken looee and they feared 
|he wonld get loose altogether and kill 
'some ofthem. They struck four blows 
|with an axe, about the head. The 
‘reason thet an axe was used was that 
i there is a belief amonget the [ndiane that 
abuilet will not pierce a ‘‘wendigo” or 
/maneater. Tie body was burned and 
large trees felled over the grave to pre- 
vent the possibility of & re-appearance of 
the “wendigo.” Some days after the

that he might reappear and destrov 
them.

I held that butter at the 
creamery as best we could urder these 
rather unfavorable circumetances, it 
being a new venture there with reepect to 
our refrigerator. I shipped over +») boxes 
of it to Montreal before the end of August. 
I sold 1:0 boxes then in Montreal at the 
very top markgt price, which was 1s cents 
a pound, for tHe latest made butter in 
the lot. I put the remainder of that 
butter, made in May. June, July and the 
early part of August, into a refrigerator 
warehouse in Montreal. Many reasons 
kept me from selling that butter about 
November or December. Then! carried 
out my original intention, without say- 
ing much to anvbody, thinking I would 


se2 how that butter would compare in ! 
| marsh, and run northwe-‘erly east of the 


Gre t Britain with other butter that had 
not been s0 treated. I shipped the June 
and July butter to Manchester in boxes. 
It was sent in a refrigerator car from 
Moose Jaw to Montreal, but from Mont- 
real to Manches‘er it went without 
refrigeration, as it was winter time and 
quite cool. I did not play any decaption 
on anybody. I sent it simply as 
Canadian cream? y butter. It wa: com- 
plained of as being a little etale in ‘lavor. 
That was becanse the refrigerator was 
not complete at tirst. I ordered it to be 
sold at once. The price, ag compared 
with what F might have got in Montreal, 
ie no guide, because the market might go 
upor down: but being sold simply on its 
own merits. the prices ranged from ‘> ap 
to 10S shillingsa hnndredweight, or an 
average of 10) shillings a handred- 
weight. 1 took the Grocer’s Gazette, of 
London, England, of that date. and 
looked at the highest quotations of but- 
ter. The quotations there are usually 
a little higher than the sales, so asto 
attract buttertothe market. On that 
same week the quotatione in Manchester 
tor the very ‘finest Danish butter were 
from 115 to 11s shillings, so that the very 
best Danish butter sent in, fresh made, 
fetched only 10 shillings a hundred- 
weight more than eome of our butter 
madein June. Choicest colonial butter 
coming in from Australia and New Z2a- 
land was selling at from 10) to 110 
shillings, or the very finest butter, com- 
ing in refrigerator compartments, fresh 
made, was only two shillings a hundred - 
weight, or one halfa cent a pound more 
than some of our butter made in June 
and soli in January. All I want to 
demonstrate is this, that in these perish- 
able food products we caa keep the 
quality intact witnout great expenee, 
and then we can meet our competitore in 
the English market with quality ae geod 
as theirs. At the eame time, tine Danish 
putter in caske wae selling at from 105 to 
}i2 shilling a hundredweight, and the 
tinest American from SS to ‘") shillings a 
hundredweight.” - 


GEN. MACEO’S POLICY. 


He Lets the Spasish Soldiers Tire Them- 
selves out While Hie Own Men Rest. 
“Maceo has been taking things easy 

since his victory at Pinar Del Itio”’ writes 
the Journal! Cuban war correspondent, 
“He has contented himeelf with giving 
his men and horses a rest in the hills, 
at! letting the Spanieh soldiery wear 
themeelves out racing over the country 
after kim. Occasionally Maceo would 
send ont asmall party to burn a plan- 
tation and engage in @ skirmish jut to 
aronse the troops to renewed action.” 

“Thie is following the policy of giving 
the Spanish not an honr'e peace, while 
his own men secure abundant rest, which 
will tel! in their favor when later in the 

summer they are hunting the exhanéted 
Spazish troops from cover to cover. 
Maceo never relaxed hie vigilence for he 
knew that the country is full of troops 
sent out to beat the bush for him by the 
impatient officere at Havana, who are 
disgusted at hie refasal to fall into the 
ambush prepared furhim by the forma- 
tion of the Spanish line acrose the island 
to prevent him from leaving Pinar Del 
Huo province. 

“Maceo has no desire to leave the pro- 
vince at this time, hie messengere pac 
through that line every day carrying 
meseages between Maceo and the gener- 
als inthe east. He knowe that (s:omez, 
Lacret, (rold and othere are doing very 
' well in the east and do not need his 

assistance, so he could remain in Pinar 

Del Rio, where there is still much 

property to destroy and to preventa 

reconetraction of the district.” 

Maceo said to mea few days ago: ‘I 
| will take my men through that line 

withont fring a shot when it pleases me 
to do so.” 

“How” I asked.

Mr. White has come up to 
locate the new Dauphin line for Messrs. 
Mann and McKenzie who have secured 
the contract for the completion of 100 
miles this vear. Mr. Whit> does not 
know where he vill start the /ine, but he 
expects to go out to Portage la Prairie in 
a Gav or two, and will start locating from 
=symewhere in the vicini:v. He does net 
know whether any portion of the M. & 
N. W. eyatem wll be used or not. That 
point has not yet been decided on, and 
from what couid be learned the other 
evening, will not be until after Mr. 
White's report has been received. Mann 
«& MeKenzie have decided to begin active 
construction work ae soon as possible. 
Their construction material, at least 
some portions of it. is being repaired in 
the C. P. R. shops, and will be in excel- 
lent condition when reeded. Mr. D. ID. 
Mann isat presentin Montreal, and will 
he west in afew days. Mr. Willian Me- 
Kenzie is visiting the stock market in 
London. ¢ 

There are two propositions for locating 
the line under consideration. (ne isto 
start at Portage la Prairie. and run be- 
tween the big marsh and the Indian re 
serve, and thence northwesterly to the 
town of Dauphin. The other is to start 
at Gladetone, at the foot of the big 


Riding Mountainsto Dauphin. several: 
others have been suggested. but Mr. 
White will no doubt adhere strictly to 
either of the two mentioned. 

There ie perhape no better known or 
more efiicient railwav engineer in Canada 
than Mr. White, and his selection to do 
the work isa good choice. Mr. White 
was in charge of the Soo |.ne constriction 
for the C. P.R., from Pasgua to Portal, 
tworyears ago, and several years ago lo- 
cated for the C.I’) R.a line from West 
Selkirk across the Narrows to the llanph- 
in country, which rune at about right 
angles with the proposed Dauphin road.

REFORMS IN CUBA. 


A Comprehensive System of Home Rale 
for the Island of Cuba. 


The ~panieh government within the 
next four weeks will put into execution 
a comprehensive system of home rule or 
autonomy for the Island of Cuba, There 
is good reason to believe the state lepart- 
ment at Washington hae received from 
Madrid information to thie effect. In 
any event it iebeyond question that thie 
important move is aseured and promises 
to bring to a sudden termination tlie irr- 
tation and friction which has existed for 
many months between the United States 
and Spain and to replace this feeling with 
one of a friendly amicable nature. The 
law wifch will be put into effect was 
signed by the queen regent of “pain on 
March 15th, 185, to he followed up by 
rujes and regulations developing the pre- 
sent echeme of reforme. By the t:me 
the «ueen regent of Spain makes her ad- 
drese to the Spanish Cortes, which as- 
semblee in about a month, the law will 
be promulgated throughout Cuba and 
the long expected policy of home rule for 
Cuba will be realized. 

The law ie very elaborate in ite provi- 
sions. The element of home rule 1<« se- 
cured by the establieliiment of two local 
bodies, drawn largely i! not entirely, from 
the residents of Cuba. (ne of these will 
be known as the provincial chamber of 
deputies, the other as the council of a! 
ministration. The latter has appeliate 
‘arisdiction over the former. Large 
powers are granted to the honse of a- 
ministration in the international manage- 
ment of public a‘fairs. but the governor- 
genera: will continue as supreme repre- 
sentative of Spain on the i-\and and will 
have direct charge of the military, naval 
and international juestions, Details of 
the reform projects were published at the 
time of their adoption by the Spanish 
Cortes in I=".

Doe's Cottage at sordham, 


Atthe top of Fordham Hill. on the 
Kingsbridge Road, in the recently an- 
nexed or northern district of New York 


City. is waittle eld Dutch cottage known 
to fame as the Lome of Idgar Allan Poe 
during the last four years of his life. The 
building is a small one containing only 
three roonis. a porch extending along its 
entire front. and standing with its gable 
end to the street. Instead of being clap- 
boarded. tt was shingled, G6 Was Custom. 
ary in the early daye in which it was 
built. making a good specimen of the 
dignified little homes that dotted nortb- 
er: New York, but which have almost 
wholly disappeared tefore the march of 
modern improvements.
